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MINUTES OF MEETINGS 


OF THE 


Board of Commissioners 


FEBRUARY, 1919 


NEWARK, N. J., 
February 6, 1919. 


A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Newark, N. J., 
was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, at 10:30 
o’clock a. m. 

Present — Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 

Mayor Gillen: The Board is ready 
to hear any citizen on this budget 
question. : 

Commissioner Archibald suggested 
that the Commission take up the en- 
tire budget at one time and not dis- 
cuss the departments in rotation, or 


if this is not agreeable each depart- _ 


ment could be taken up separately 
‘and disposed of before considering 
another department. 

Dr. Charles F. Kraemer stated he 
was sorry this public hearing only 
‘gives him a few moments this morn- 
ing because if he had the opportunity 
of doing justice to the budget he 
should have the entire day. 
stated that the budgets should be 
printed in book form, the same as 
Milwaukee prints them, and every 
expenditure should be itemized so 
that a citizen could readily see what 
the differences are. 

Mayor Gillen stated the Board was 
prepared to listen to the delegation 
for two or three days if necessary. 

In reply to a question by Louis 
Schlesinger as to what reduction 


He. 


would be made in the tax budget in 
the event the school year was 
changed to correspond with the city 
calendar year, Commissioner Archi- 
bald stated it would mean a reduc- 
tion of about 30 points in the tax 
rate. 

Commissioner Archibald stated 
that there is a 20 point increase in 
the county rate, 16 point increase due 
to the loss of liquor licenses and a 
10 point increase on account of the 
Edge Road Tax which is still in force. 

Dr. Kraemer called attention to 
the increase in the Bureau of Street 
Repairs from $133,949 in 1918 to 
$186,000 in 1919 and wanted to 
know if the appropriation could not 
be reduced. 


Mr. Sherrerd stated that this item 
provides for the paving approaches 
to the Port Newark Terminal which 
was demanded by the tenants of the 
city in that section, and the large in- 
crease in the item over last year is 
due to the fact that the city was cur- 
tailed in the maintenance of streets; 
that during the war conditions pre- 
vented the city from getting mate- 


‘rials to properly take care of the 


streets. 


Mr. J. A. Doyle, representing the 
Twelfth Ward Manufacturers Im- 
provement Association, stated he did 
not approve of the Commission being 
criticized for its work in connection 
with the tax budget. 

Mr. Frank J. Bock stated he ap- 
peared in behalf of the Building and 
Loan Associations, the Improvement 


Associations, the Real Estate Men 
and a joint committee of the Board of 
Trade; that there is absolutely no 
disposition to unfairly or unduly 
criticize this budget. We are here 
governed by a desire to aid and as- 
sist. We come here for information 
to be disseminated to the taxpayers 
of the city; we come here to help and 
‘not hinder. , 

Mayor Gillen: We are here ready 
to listen to any citizen that has any 
information or suggestions to make 
regarding this budget. We want your 
help and advice. I think the Board 
is ready to listen for two or three 
days if necessary to get down to the 
foundation of this budget, and we 

‘do not think that anything you may 
say here is by way of criticism. If 
there is anything wrong we want to 
be criticized. 

Commissioner Raymond stated 
that when he took control of the 
Street Cleaning Department over a 
year ago it was not under definite 
management, but since then he has 
had the Street Cleaning and Garbage 
Removal Departments united and put 
in charge of an engineer who is not 
only an experienced man, having had 
charge of half of Philadelphia, but 
he is also trained technically in the 
work. He has been here since the 
middle of December and he is con- 
stantly finding ways in which the 
cost of this work can be reduced. The 
war made it necessary to constantly 
increase the wages, the cost of ap- 
paratus has been very high and we 
-are today employing 108 teams in- 
stead of 140 to 150 teams. We are 
reducing gradually the number of 
men employed in the work, and now 
that I believe labor will not be so 
high I really think that the cost of 
this work will be greatly reduced. 
This is an experimental department 
and the work is being done experi- 
mentally, but I hope to build a reduc- 
tion plant and with that in operation 
I expect to save a great amount of 
money for the city. 

Dr. Kraemer asked if an item of 
$6,200 for the purchase of two new 


automobiles for the Street Cleaning 
Department could not be deferred. 


It was stated that the automobiles 
are absolutely necessary and the pur- 
chase of them could not be deferred. 

Dr. Kraemer asked if an item of 
$750 for expert services in the Street 
Cleaning Department could not be 
deferred. 


Mr. Sherrerd stated Mr. Borden 
was engaged in an expert capacity in 
connection with the proposed con- 
tract for collection stations which will 
materially reduce the length of haul. 

Dr. Kraemer wanted to know what 
an item of $7,250 for incidentals and 
supplies covéred. 

Commissioner Raymond stated this 
covered the purchase of brooms, 
shovels and material of that sort. 

Dr. Kraemer wanted to know what 
an item of $5,300 covered. Com- 
missioner Raymond stated that this 
is to cover the purchase of machine 
brooms. ` 

Dr. Kraemer called attention to an 
item of $7,000 for repairs. Commis- 
sioner Raymond stated this item has 
been wiped out. 

Dr. Kraemer called attention to an 
item of $15,000 for foäder for 
stables, Commissioner Raymond 
stated the fodder was absolutely nec- 


‘essary. 


Dr. Kraemer called attention to an 
item of $2,500 for inspecting gas 
lights and wanted to know if this 
could not be deferred. 

Commissioner Raymond stated the 
contract for inspecting gas lights had 
been terminated; that the city is now 
doing the work itself and he hopes 
it will cost the city just about what 
it cost under contract. 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item 
of $1,108 for a stenographer for the 
Lighting Department. Commission- 
er Raymond stated that it was nec- 
essary to employ a stenographer for 
that department. 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item of 
$1,000 for the purchase of an auto- 
mobile for the Lighting Department. 
Commissioner Raymond stated it is 


necessary to have an automobile for 
that department. . 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item 
of $49,460 for expert services in the 
Lighting Department. Commissioner 
Raymond stated this is necessary be- 
cause the Public Service do not live 
up to their contract, and this item 
was put in in order that the city 
might pay for expert services. 

. Dr. Kraemer objected to the pur- 
chase of an auto truck for the Light- 
ing Department. Commissioner Ray- 


mond stated it is absolutely neces- 


.sary to have an auto truck in this 
department for the carting of sup- 
plies in connection with the lighting 
and extinguishment of gas lights. 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item 
of $1,020 for incidentals and sup- 
plies for the Lighting Department. 
Mr. Francisco stated this covered car 
fare, postage stamps, etc. 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item 
of $7,500 for the Zoning Depart- 
ment and wanted to know if draughts- 
men could not be transferred from 
some other department to this de- 
partment so as to reduce the appro- 
priation. Commissioner Raymond 
stated Mr. Sherrerd informed him he 
did not have any draughtsmen to 
spare. ` 

Dr. Kraemer objected to an item 
of $40,500 for inspection service for 
the Bureau of Street Regulation De- 
partment. Mr. Sherrerd stated a 
number of inspectors were trans- 
ferred from another bureau last year 
to this Departmennt. 

Colonel W. S. Righter stated he 
recently observed an inspector work- 
ing on the sidewalk and another in- 
spector supervising the work. 

Mr. Edward Blau discussed the 
tentative budget for the Department 
of Public Affairs. 

Mr. Blau stated that in view of the 
fact that the citizens have to figure 
on a reduction of revenue from liquor 
licenses to a very large amount he 
thought that all additional help and 
all excessive raise of salaries, to- 
gether with all newly created ex- 
penses, ought to be cut out. He was 


of the opinion that the salaries 
should be raised to all those em- 
ployees by the .city government who 
have not heretofore received any 
raise or enough raise to be able to 
pay in some degree the excessive cost 
of living expenses during the past 
two years, but he did not think this 
year is the time to raise salaries 
promiscuously or create new jobs. 

Mayor Gillen: I am not only 
Mayor of the City of Newark, but I 
am the head of seven or eight or ten 
other departments. A great deal of 
the business of these departments is 
done in my office. I cannot do that 
without additional help. This year 
we have to take care of the boys com- ` 
ing out of the service; we have to 
take care of rent profiteering and we 
have to take care of several other 
items. We cannot -do that without 
additional help. There is nobody in 
my office that is idle and I think the 
people who work in the Mayor’s 
office do as much work as any em- 
ploye in the United States of Ameri- 
ca. However, I am glad to hear your 
suggestions and I want you to show 
me where I can cut. If it is possible 
to do any cutting I will-be glad to 
do so. . 

Mr. Blau objected to an item of 
$51,685 for the Playground Depart- 
ment, claiming the city could save a 
vast sum of money by transferring 
the activities of the department to 
the Park Commission or the Board 
of Education. 

Mayor Gillen stated he is trying to 
have the activities of the Playground 
Department transferred to the Board 
of Education and has already intro-— 
duced a bill in the Legislature to 
take care of this matter. 

Mr. Blau inquired if a stenogra- 
pher was necessary for that depart- 
ment, to which Mayor Gillen replied 
that he would consider the matter. 

Mr. Blau next discussed the budget 
of the Newark City Hospital and 
stated that on account of the items 
being all technical it would take a 
business man six months to go 
through the institution and study 


the question of economy He stated 
he did not see the necessity of spend- 
ing $8,460 this year as against $4,- 
539 last year in the pathological lab- 
oratory. He called attention to the 
fact that the Manhattan Hospital in 
New York has a per-capita rate of 
$1.80 per day, while it cost the City 
of Newark $3.00 per day for each 
patient. He suggested having an ex- 
pert survey made of the City Hospi- 
tal which would result in a saving 
of at least $100,000 without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the hospital. 

Mayor Gillen stated that the addi- 
tional appropriation for the City Hos- 
pital is required for the building of 
a new wing with eight wards in it, 
which will necessitate the employ- 
ment of additional help, new furni- 
ture and X-Ray equipment. He 
stated there is ‘a lot of equipment 
in the City Hospital that has got to 
be replaced at onee. The hospital 
has always had a very poor class of 
orderlies and in talking this matter 
over with Dr. Craster we agreed that 
first-class orderlies should be en- 
gaged to do that work and should be 
paid proper salaries. As for the per 
capita rate of taking care of patients, 
Mayor Gillen stated he was not fa- 
miliar with this cost and would at 
once take the matter up with the 
hospital authorities. 

Mr. Blau referred to the Board of 
Health items for printing and sta- 
tionery and suggested consolidating 
all the sub-divisions into one depart- 
ment. He stated if this was done it 
would mean a saving of at least $5,- 

. 000. 

Mayor Gillen stated this is one de- 
partment now. 

Mr. Blau objected to an item of 
$2,640 under the Contagious Dis- 
ease Division for reporting con- 
tagious diseases. 

Mayor Gillen stated that all of the 
doctors are entitled to 10 cents for 
each case reported; that last year the 
item. was low because there were not 
so many cases reported. He stated 
there is a reason for having these 
diseases reported and unless you give 


the doctors some ınducement they 
probably will not report the cases. 

Mr. Blau referred to an item of 
$4.00 for license plate under the 
Plumbing Division. He was informed 
that this money goes back into the 
city treasury. 

Mr. Blau referred to an item of 
$22,442 for men employed in the 
Food and Drug Division. He stated 
he would appreciate an investigation 
and readjustment in the division. 

Mayor Gillen: The increase is to 
take care of more employees. Dr. 
Craster and I have talked it over 
and we think that the new ordinance 
enacted and the growth of the city 
demand an enlargement in that de- 
partment so as to properly supervise 
the inspection of food. 

Mr. Blau wanted to know if it was 
necessary to have, two veterinarians, 
to which Dr. Craster replied that the 
city should have four. 

Mr. Blau objected to the employ- 
ment of three assistant bacteriolo- 
gists and two culture collectors. 

Dr. Craster outlined the work in 
detail done by these employees and 
stated it was absolutely necessary, 
from a health standpoint, to retain 
the men in service. 

Mr. Blau objected to increasing the 
salary of the superintendent of the 
Ivy Hill Alms House and his wife to 
$3,000 per year and requested that 
their salary of last year should stand. 

Mayor Gillen: The man who is 
scheduled here is a clerk but he is 
really the head of the institution. He 
is the superintendent, but the Civil 
Service Commission gives him the 
title of clerk. It is proposed to give 
him $2,000. He was one of the very 
few employees that did not receive 
any increase whatsoever in 1918. I 
feel that the head of an institution 
working for $1,200 is quite small, 
even though he gets maintenance for 
himself and family. 

Mr. Blau objected to paying $900 
for a statistician at the Alms House. 

Mayor Gillen stated this is a techni- 
cal title for a girl that does all sorts 
of clerical work. 


Mr. Blau objected to paying a 
farmer $900 and a laborer $1,200; 
also salary increases for three watch- 
men. 


Mayor Gillen: I did not permit 
these increases, These requests were 
made by the active head of the insti- 
tution. I think the farmer was raised 
to $1,000. ' 

Mr. Blau stated the positions of 
bookkeeper, two orderlies and a nurse 
matron ought to be cut out. 

Mayor Gillen: I want to say that 
we are going to open up a new ward 
up there, but this cost should not 
really be included in this budget. We 
are going to establish a convalescent 
ward for unmarried mothers which 
necessitates the employment of ad- 
ditional help and also additional pro- 
fessional help in the way of nursing. 


Mayor Gillen:: We will consider 
the hearing on the budget question 
at 2:30 sharp this afternoon. 

Commissioner Brennan moved that 
we take a recess until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon.

Mayor Gillen: We will now resume 
the hearing on the budget. 

Mr. G. W. Birdsall stated that ac- 
cording to the iatest available report 
of 1917 the Free Public Library dis- 
tributed books at a cost of 18 cents 
each; that he considered this cost ex- 
cessive in view of the fact that busi- 
ness establishments are able to loan 
books at a cost of 10 cents each. 

Dr. W. G. Hanrahan discussed the 
Department of Public Safety budget. 
He stated he appeared in behalf of 
the Federation of Improvement Asso- 
ciations, Allied Real Estate Men, 
Board of Trade and Building and 
Loan Associations. 

The matter of constructing the 
Hudson River tunnel and the Dela- 
ware River bridge was discussed at 
some length. Mayor Gillen stated he 
would like to see the Edge Road Tax 
repealed and the tunnel proposition 
passed. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $4,000 for incidentals in the Di- 
rector’s office. 


Commissioner Brennan’ That 18 
~requested for the purpose of getting 
information on investigations for re- 
porting police matters in the city. I 
feel that I should be in a position to 
procure this information in a great 
many instances without having it 
sent broadcast in the department. I 
might not use $400 of the appropria- 
tion, 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to a charge 
of $100 for telephone rental. 

Commissioner Brennan: This is a 
private telephone and we cannot get 
it for any less from the telephone 
company today. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to the em- 
ployment of an additional interpreter 
for the Third Criminal Court at a 
salary of $1,320. 

Commissioner Brennan stated the 
judge of the Third Criminal Court re- 
quested an Italian speakitg inter- 


preter owing to the large number of’ 


Italian speaking residents in that sec- 
tion of the city. 

Dr. Hanrahan asked if it was not 
possible to reduce the appropriation 
of $8,400 granted to the Excise Divi- 
sion. 

Commissioner Brennan stated this 
department handles all the licenses 
issued by the city and it would be im- 
possible to reduce the appropriation, 
as the inspectors are needed to 
handle the work of that department. 


Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $460 for maintenance of two auto- 
mobiles. Commissioner Brennan stat- 
ed this appropriation had been re- 
duced. 


Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $180 for insurance. 


Commissioner Brennan stated this 
covered liability insurance for the 
drivers of automobiles. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to the ap- 
pointment of a clerk in the License 
Department at $2,000. 

Commissioner Brennan stated that 
if the services of an extra clerk are 
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not required he will not sanction the 
appointment. 


Dr. Hanrahan objected to the ap- 
propriation granted to the Police De- 
partment and requested that it be 
cut materially, his contention being 
that the city of Newark maintains 
more men in the Police Department 
than the cities of Buffalo or Mil- 
waukee, 


Commissioner Brennan stated that 
in the policing of a city such as ours, 
as compared with Buffalo or Milwau- 
kee, they do not find it necessary to 
maintain the number of men for traf- 
fic regulations, nor do they find it 
necessary to handle the outlying pop- 
ulation, which amounts to possibly 
as much as our own, which Newark 
is compelled to handle. I introduced 
an ordinance on June i8th which 
provided for salary increases for em- 
ployees in the Police Department and 
had it advertised so as to give the en- 
tire citizenry an opportunity to come 
in and discuss it at a public hearing. 
Every citizen and taxpayer who ap- 
peared spoke upon the matter and, 
with one exception, favored the 
adoption of the ordinance. 


Dr, Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $4,000 for incidentals. He was 
informed this was an old item. ` 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $15,000 for repairs. 

Commissioner Brennan stated this 
covered repairs to all motor cycles 
as well as new equipment for motor 
cycles. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $1,500 for the maintenance of the 
police band. 

Commissioner Brennan stated this 
sum provided for the employment of 
an instructor at $1,200 and the bal- 
ance of $300 was to be used for the 
replacement of uniforms. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to the em- 
ployment of two telephone operators 
at $2,800. 

Commissioner Brennan stated the 
operators were absolutely necessary 
in order to maintain service for the 


citizens who desire to get ın touch 
with any of the precincts or any 
member of the Police Department. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to ten 
clerks being employed in the Police 
Department. 

Commissioner Brennan stated it is 
absolutely necessary to retain these 
clerks in order to keep the records 
straight. He stated the work is con- 
tinually increasing in this depart- 
ment and at times he is obliged to 
ask policemen to assist the clerks. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $2,000 for two new chaplains. 

Commissioner Brennan stated it 
was mandatory to employ the two 
chaplains. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $5,600 for four additional clerks 
in the Police Department. 

Commissioner Brennan: I would 
be glad to have you go through the 
department and see the work that is 
being done by these clerks, and if it 
is possible to eliminate any of them 
I will be glad to do it. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $6,500 for gasoline and lubricants. 

Commissioner Brennan: That has 
been cut $500. . 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $5,500 for forage, claiming this 
could be cut at least 33 1-3% by the 
actual cost price of oats, straw, ete. 

Commissioner Brennan: The ac- 
tual cost of forage for the month of 
February is $470 and when you mul- 
tiply that by 12 you will find we 
have not got very much left over. I 
might say for your benefit that the 
entire budget for this department 
has been cut at least $7,000. ` 

Dr. Hanrahan suggested transfer- 
ring some of the twelve inspectors 
employed in the Building Department 
to some other department where their 
services would be required. 

Commissioner Brennan stated the 
Civil Service Commission will not 
consent to the transfer of these men. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
for Chief Electrical Inspector in the 
Building Department jumped from 
$1,200 to $2,500. 


. 
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Commissioner Brennan stated Mr. 
Ward took a competitive civil service 
examination for chief electrical in- 
spector, which he successfully 
passed. He stated Mr. Ward will 
supervise the work of ali electrical 
installations for which the city will 
charge fees. : 

Dr. Hanrahan asked if an automo- 
bile for this department was abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Commissioner Brennan stated it 
was necessary to have an automobile 
for this department to enable the in- 
spectors to make calls ip all parts of 
the city, claiming it was not possible 
to cover the city in one day without 
the use of an automobile. 

Dr. Hanrahan objected to an item 
of $3,000 for a superintendent of re- 
pairs. 

Commissioner Brennan stated it 
would be impossible to get a man for 
this position for less money. 

Dr. Hanrahan wanted to know 
what an item for $125,000 covered. 

Commissioner Brennan: This is 
for salaries being paid to men in the 
Federal Service. 

Mr. Robert A. Osborne discussed in 
detail the budget for the Department 
of Parks and Public Property and re- 
quested a reduction in the budget 
without impairing the efficiency of 
the department. 

Commissioner Monahan stated he 
had gone over the budget very care- 
fully and in detail before submitting 
it to the Commission and he is un- 
able to see wherein he can reduce 
anything. 

Mr. Frank J. Bock spoke at length 
on the absolute necessity of reducing 
the tax rate so as to offer an induce- 
ment to outside manufacturers, stat- 
ing what we needed in this city is 
closer co-operation and co-ordination 
between the various departments. He 
stated he came in contact with peo- 
ple who have declined to buy proper- 
ty in Newark because of the increased 
tax burdens, and he accordingly made 
a plea for cutting this year’s tax 
budget as closely as possible in the 
interests of our city. 


Dr William Blerck quoted statis- 
tics concerning the school population, 
the cost of maintenance of the Board 
of Education at the present time as 
compared with five years ago, and 
stated that if the cost continues in- 
creasing something is going to hap- 
pen very soon to retard the growth 
of the city. 

Mr. John B. Brasser wanted to 
know the reason why the Purchasing 
Department was not established in 
accordance with the provisions of an 
ordinance passed by the Board. 

Commissioner Archibald stated the 
matter had been thoroughly investi- 
gated by members of the Commis- 
sion and it was not deemed advisable 
to establish a Purchasing Department 
unless the city could get a store- 
house for the storing of supplies. He 
stated the city has not been able as 
yet to find a storehouse suitable for 
its needs, and the probability is that 
nothing will be done along this line 
until the city is able to make ar- 
rangements for a suitable storehouse. 

Mayor Gillen: I want to say for 
the Board that we are thankful for 
you for coming here and for the val- 
uable time you have given to the city 
on this subject. We are very glad 
to have your good advice in all these 
matters. I do not think it was the 
intention of any person who spoke 
here to condemn the Commission for 
this enormous tax rate. If this high 
tax rate is the result of extravagance 
on our part we ought to be severely 
condemned, and if not it would be 
unjust and unfair to condemn us. 
Mr. Bock referred to the change from 
the old form of government to the 
new and what was expected. That 
would be all right in normal times 
to form some sort of reasonable com- 
parison, but in these war times there 
is no reasonable way in which you 
can form any comparison. The cost 
of everything has gone up so and the 
price of labor advanced to such an 
extent that it was simply beyond 
human power to keep down expenses 
in these times. Every business man 
here today knows that and I do not 


think 1t was their intention to con- 
vey to the people of Newark the idea 
that this high tax rate is the result 
of mismanagement or extravagance 
on the part of the city commission. 
If that was their intention I resent 
it. I am not going to say that every 
single thing we did has been perfect 
and I am not going to say we always 
practiced economy, but in most cases 
we have. In the conduct of most of 
the city business I think that every 
director has aimed at economy in a 
general systematic way, and here and 
there if we have been a little extrava- 
gant it has been only the fault of 
our judgment more than our inten- 
tion. A statement was made by Mr. 
Blau about the per capita cost of the 
City Hospital which if sent out 
broadcast or appeared in cold print 
would look very bad, and the state- 
ments are probably not true. For in- 
stance, I do not think they have made 
inquiry concerning the cost of the 
City Hospital, and if Mr. Blau had 
spent any time at the hospital I do 
not think he would have made this 
astounding statement. He says that 
the Manhattan Hospital in New York 
has a per capita rate of $1.80 per 
day, while the City Hospital per 
capita rate is $3.00 per day; that we 


‘have an average population of 400 in 


our hospital, and taking the amount 
requested to be $439,093 it would 
appear that each patient costs us $1,- 
100 a year or $21.00 a week or $3.00 
a day, which means that we are spend- 
ing $146,000 more for the care of 
our patients in the City Hospital than 
New York City spends in their insti- 
tution. I have here some figures 
relative to the per capita cost of pa- 
tients in New York institutions. We 
want the benefit of your judgment 
put we do not want to be placed in 
a false light. The City Hospital per 
capita cost in 1918 was $2.65 per 
day for each patient. In New York, 
St. Luke’s Hospital, the per capita 
cost in 1918 was $2.78, a higher rate 
than ours; Manhattan Hospital which 
Mr. Blau referred to, $2.92, a higher 
rate than ours; the Bellevue Hospital 
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was $2.55, a little bit lower than our 
rate; the Roosevelt Hospital in 1917 
was $2.89; Mt. Sinai Hospital in 1917. 
$2.27, so that what appears to be an 
extravagant administration is not 
extravagant at all according to the 
real figures, but simply are in error 
with these figures. Mr. Brasser had 
some figures the other night which 
he read at a meeting of some civic 
society concerning the cost of main- 
tenance of,the City Hospital and the 
Health Department in Milwaukee, and 
Dr. Craster submits this report to 
me in comparison: 

“In reply to your inquiry as to the 
expenditures of Milwaukee, would 
State that in the last annual report 
of that city for 1916 the amount 
spent for health work was $125,000, 
whereas ours was $161,000. The ac- 
tivities of Milwaukee did not include 
a City Dispensary which cost Newark 
$13,000; a plumbing stafi for $9,500, 
or a staff of district or poor doctors 
which cost us $5,000. This would 
make our expenditures for the work 
they covered $133,000, which was 
practically the same as theirs. 

The only two divisions of work 
where Newark greatly exceeded in 
amount that spent in Milwaukee were 
contagious disease supervision, New- 
ark $17,000, Milwaukee $8,000; and 
Laboratory Newark $18,000 and 
Milwaukee $8,000. Wish to state in 
regard to these figures that Milwau- 
kee does not disinfect for contagious 
diseases and has no such inspectors, 
the supervision of disease being car- 
ried out by five nurses. This is in- 
sufficient and is shown by the differ- 
ence in death rates from the major 
contagious diseases. For example 

_in 191%, our latest such figures, the 

rates were for scarlet fever 15.5 in. 
Milwaukee against 0.7 in Newark; 
measles 2.2 against 1.2 in Newark, 
and typhoid fever 6.0 against 4.1 in 
Newark. 

In regard to figures of the labora- 
_tory, would say that Milwaukee does 
not prepare its own antitoxins for 
diphtheria and there is no free dis- 
tribution as in Newark, it only being 
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given as charity to poor patients. The 
result is shown in the figures for 
diphtheria deaths; Newark, 11.9; 
Milwaukee, 22.9. Would further say 
that they do not make Wassermann 
tests for venereal diseases which is a 
large and important item in our lab- 
oratory. Following is a comparison 
of the expenditures in 1916 of the 
two cities showing that in all main 
points Milwaukee spends more than 
Newark.

The hospital expenditures which 
they include in comparison with those 
of this city does not include a gener- 
al city hospital such as ours, they 
spending but a small amount and in- 
cluding a small hospital for conta- 
gious disease cases averaging 43 per 
day and still smaller tuberculosis 
sanatorium. 

Furthermore, the Milwaukee 
drinking water is at this time in such 
a condition of pollution that the 
Health Department is repeatedly 
making requests for a change. This 
is well expressed by their health ofi- 
cer when he says that the conditions 
have gotten to be such that the water 
is nothing more than ‘more or less 
diluted sewage.’ Incidentally, the 
estimated population of Milwaukee 
for 1918 was 445,000 and that of 
Newark 430,000.” 

Mr. Brasser’s figures would seem 
to indicate that Newark is spending 
more money than Milwaukee is 
spending for the same purposes, but 
this is not so. You cannot compare; 
there is no fair way to compare it, 
so that while we thank you and ap- 
preciate everything you have done 
for us in this matter and we want 
your co-operation and we want you 
to keep in touch with us and attend 
our weekly legislative conferences 
which are held every Monday morn- 
ing -at 10 o’clock to take up these 
legislative matters that Mr. Bock re- 
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ferred to, we want you to be sure if 
you can, always try and be sure of 
your figures.

Mayor Gillen — The Board is pre- 
pared to hear any citizen on the ordi- 
nance creating an electrical depart- 
ment. Is there any person who de- 
sires to be heard on that ordinance? 

Mr. Terrence F. Dorris opposed 
_ the adoption of the ordinance on the 
ground that the city is operating 
many departments for the welfare 
and protection of the community 
without any extra charge to the citi- 
zens, and he did not see any reason 
why the citizens ought to pay for 
any special privileges. He stated he 
protested against the enactment of 
the ordinance for the reason that 
he thought the citizens are paying 
enough taxes for protection; that the 
ordinance does not prevent the com- 
mitting of a crime, although it may 
penalize a person for violations. He 
stated if he wanted effective work 
done he would go to the legislature 
and have them pass a law licensing 
every electrician undertaking to do 
business here, have them pass an ex- 
amination and charge a fee for 
every permit issued for the work of 
electrical installations. 

George Davis, Herman C. Heider- 
ich and Michael J. McGowan, repre- 
senting the Newark branch of the 
New Jersey Association of Electrical 
Contractors, urged the passage of 
the ordinance on the ground that it 
would go far toward eliminating fire 
risks that exist because of old wiring. 
It was stated that the ordinance is a 
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very carefully drawn instrument, and 
the only way to raise the standard 
of electrical: work is by delegating 
somebody with police power to en- 
force the provisions of the ordinance.

Gentlemen: 


At the last regular meeting of 
Local Union No. 52, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, ` 
it was decided by unanimous vote of 
its members present to communicate 
with your honorable body and urge 
that you adopt the fee system pro- 
posed in the installation and repairs 
of electrical equipments. 

‘As the members of Local Union 
No. 52, International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, install and equip 
about 90% of the electrical installa- 
tions within the confines of the city 
of Newark, they feel that they are 
in a position to judge the benefits 
the taxpayers will derive by the adop- 
tion of the proposed ordinance. 

The first loss from defective elec- 
trical installations all over the coun- 
try runs into millions of dollars each 
year, and the loss of life and proper- 
ty from the same cause is consider- 
able. 


We believe that the fee system un- 
der the supervision of the city will 
be beneficial to the citizens of our 
city, and defective electrical installa- 
tions can be eliminated thereby. 


Another reason for our so strongly 
advocating the adoption of this ordi- 
nance is that the city will have the 
necessary power to enforce the pro- 
visions of the ordinance and punish, 
as the ordinance provides, those who 
do not adhere strictly to the pro- 
visions set forth therein ‘when in- 


stalling electrical equipment.

Deputy Director McNulty, at the re- 
quest. of Commissioner Brennan, 
made the following explanation in 
connection with the establishment of 
an electrical bureau: 


About a year ago there was some 
agitation concerning a similar ordi- 
nance and the subject matter was re- 
ferred to me as the Deputy Director 
to Director Brennan to look into the 
matter. I made an investigation of 
our department as it then existed and 
came to the conclusion that it would 
be impossible at that time to adopt 
such a system and put it into effect 
so that it would be effective, for the 
reason that the department was not 
organized properly to do the work 
effectively. 
ment as time went on. The commis- 
sioner then had the Civil Service Com- 
mission conduct an examination for 
chief inspector in order to ascertain 
whether or not the inspectors were 
competent to perform the work, and 
we worked it out from these experi- 
ments so that our department would 
be in a position to properly take up 
the work. In my vast experience in 
traveling around the country and be- 
ing actively connected with the elec- 
trical industry I came in contact with 
many situations in cities where this 
system existed, but I am not going 
to burden you by reading a lot of 
documents here. The Board of Under- 
writers made it a policy to go into 
a city where no inspections would be 
held and investigate the conditions 
of that city and recommend to the 
municipality what ought to be done, 
and in every case the recommenda- 
tion was that the municipal govern- 
ment should adopt an electrical in- 


We started to experi- - 
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spection department to supervise the 
installation of electrical equipments. 
The following cities adopted the fee 
system: Memphis, Tenn.; Denver, 
Colo.; Kansas City, Mo.; Chicago, 
Ill.; Camden, N. J.; Sioux City, Iowa; 
San Diego, Cal.; Little Rock, Ark.: 
Hot Springs, Ark.; San Francisco 
Cal.; Gary, Ind.; Madison, Wis.; Mo 
line, Ill.; Peoria, Ill.; Detroit, Mich.;

The city will be divided into zones 
and inspections made in these zones 
so that we can remove all the defec- 
tive installations that now exist.

Mr. Herman Landau appealed to 
the commission for the reinstatement 
of the painters who were laid off by 
the Board of Education. “The men 
were working there for six straight 
years and have always given satis- 
faction, and because they were given 
a 60c a day increase the Board of 
Education laid them off indefinitely.

Commissioner Raymond: I have 
only streets and possibly the building 
of a reduction plant. I am going 
ahead with the streets as rapidly as 
possible. 

Commissioner Brennan: TI intend 
to have three new buildings erected, 
but that comes under the supervision 
of the Director of Public Buildings.

The representatives of 
several states joined and Newark Bay 
received considerable notoriety in the 
discussion which followed. I prom- 
ised for Newark we would contribute 
some reasonable sum to the Rivers 
and Harbors Congress for the pur- 
pose of distributing literature. I 
think there ought to be some pro- 
vision made for a sum of money to 
be contributed to the Rivers and 
Harbors Congress for membership 
because it is of the utmost im- 
portance to the city. 

City Counsel Congleton advised the 
Board that the city could contribute 
a sum of money to the Rivers and 
Harbors Congress under a provision 
of the new Home Rule Act, which al- 
lows the city to spend money for ad- 
vertising. 

The Commission approved of con- 
tributing $100 or $200 to the Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, and Commis- 
sioner Raymond stated this could be 
considered an expense of the Docks 
and Meadows Department.

Mr. Casale also complained about 
citizens being held up by detectives 
on the public streets, being brought 
to police stations or headquarters 
and subjected to a rigid second de- 
gree without the slightest provoca- 
tion.

several states joined and Newark Bay 
received considerable notoriety in the 
discussion which followed. I prom- 
ised for Newark we would contribute 
some reasonable sum to the Rivers 
and Harbors Congress for the pur- 
pose of distributing literature. If 
think there ought to be some pro- 
vision made for a sum of money to 
be contributed to the Rivers and 
Harbors Congress for membership 
because it is of the utmost im- 
portance to the city. 

City Counsel Congleton advised the 
Board that the city could contribute 
a sum of money to the Rivers and 
Harbors Congress under a provision 
of the new Home Rule Act, which al- 
lows the city to spend money for ad- 
vertising. 

The Commission approved of con- 
tributing $100 or $200 to the Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, and Commis- 
sioner Raymond stated this could be 
considered an expense of the Docks 
and Meadows Department.

‘fully inspect or cause to be inspected 
all wires covering insulations, cut~ 
outs and protective devices of all ap- 
paratus and material of any charac- 
_ ter used in the installation of elec- 
tric apparatus and wiring within 
any building or on any premises with- 
in the City of Newark, and upon the 
completion of the work, shall, upon 
the recommendation of the Chief 
Electrical Inspector, issue a final 
certificate of inspection, provided the 
installation complies with the rules 
and regulations of the Electrical 
Bureau of the Department of Public 
Safety and is not dangerous to life 
or property. No person, persons, 
firm or corporation shall cover or 
cause to be covered with lath, plaster, 
partitions, flooring, metal ceiling, or 
any other thing that prevents a 
proper inspection of the electrical 
appliances, wiring devices or any 


contracts 


other apparatus before same ıs ın- 
spected or approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings. 

The Superintendent of Buildings 
shall have power to remove or cause 
to be removed any obstructions such 
as lath, plaster, partitions, flooring, 
metal ceiling or any other thing that 
prevents a proper inspection of the 
electrical appliances, wiring, devices, 
or any other apparatus; the cost of 
such removal shall be borne by the 
person, persons, firm or corporation 
who covered or caused the wires to 
be covered. 


No person, persons, firm or corpo- 
ration shall supply electric service to 
any installation for which a final cer- 
tificate has not been issued and no 
person, persons, firm or corporation 
shall use any installation for which 
a final certificate, as described here- 
in, has not been issued. 


This section is not intended to 
prohibit the issuing of a temporary 
certificate and the temporary supply- 
ing of electric service to and the use 
of the installation, if, in the judg- 
ment of the Superintendent of Build- 
ings, the same is advisable. 

No certificate will be granted for 
temporary wiring to exceed three 
months, except for temporary wiring 
installed during the construction of 
buildings for the purpose of enabling 
the mechanics to perform their work. 

Section 3: That Section 285 of the 
Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 285: After an inspection 
of electrical wiring, apparatus, or ap- 
pliances now in use upon or within 
any building or other structure or 
any premises within the City of New- 
ark and the same have been found to 
be safe and in good condition, the 
Superintendent of Buildings shall, 
upon the recommendation of the 
Chief Electrical Inspector, deliver to 
the person, persons, firm or corpora- 
tion using such current, a certificate, 
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showing that such inspection has 
been made; said certificate shall con- 
tain a general description of the in- 
stallation and such other statements 
as may be necessary to identify the 
work inspected; but, if the work is 
defective, the Superintendent of 
Buildings shall serve a notice on the 
owner or occupant of the building or 
premises or upon the person having 
the care and custody of such building 
and premises, to remedy such defects 
as may exist in the wiring, apparatus 
or other appliances, giving a reason- 
able length of time, not to exceed 
ten days, to remedy such defects. The 
Superintendent’ of Buildings shall 
again inspect or cause to be in- 
spected the electric appliances, wir- 
ing or apparatus. Any installation 
having had the service disconnected 
or the meter removed and not having 
been in use for ninety consecutive 
days or over shall be considered as 
a new installation before electric 
current can again be introduced into 
the same. 


Section 4: That Section 287 of 
the Revised Ordinances of the City 
of Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 287: The Board of Com- 
missioners of the City .of Newark 
shall, by resolution, appoint a prac- 
tical electrician who has had not 
less than five years’ experience as an 
electrical worker in the practical in- 
Stallation of interior wiring, electri- 
cal appliances and apparatus, and who 
is not a stockholder in any corpora- 
tion or firm which is engaged in the 
supplying of electricity to the public 
or individuals, as Chief Electrical In- 
spector, and it shall be his duty to 
carry out the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. He shali take an oath of 
office for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 


Section 5: That Section 288 of 
the Revised Ordinances of The City 
of Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 


same 1s hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 288: The Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark 
shall, by resolution, appoint a compe- 
tent person, or persons, to assist said 
Chief Electrical Inspector in the per- 
formance of his duties, which person 
‘or persons shall have had not less 
than five years expersence as an elec- 
trical worker in the practical installa- 
tion of interior wiring, electrical ap- 
pliances and apparatus. 


Section 6: That Section 292 of 
the Revised Ordinances of The City 
of Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 292: The Superintendent 
of Buildings shall carefully inspect, 
daily or weekly, or cause to be in- 
spected, the wiring and all electrical 
devices or appliances, used by any 
shows, person or persons, firm or 
corporation, in any theatre or place 
of amusement in the City of Newark. 
The inspector shall give a receipt for 
the fee charged, which fee shall be 
paid by the person or persons, firm 
or corporation using said electrical 
devices or appliances. If the electri- 
cal devices or appliances are found to 
be defective or dangerous in any way, 
the inspector shall notify the owner 
of the premises in which said wiring 
or appliances or apparatus is operated 
or the person in charge of the ap- 
paratus, appliance or wiring defective 
as aforesaid, and the same shall not 
be used until such defects are re- 
moved to the satisfaction of the elec- 
trical inspector. 


All electrical devices or appliances 
owned by theatre and used on stage 


shall be stamped with name of 
owner. 
Section 7: That Section 296 of 


the Revised Ordinances of The City 
of Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 
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Section 296. The Chief Electrical 
Inspector shall decide all questions 
pertaining to the installation of elec- 
tric wires, appliances, apparatus and 
fixtures not provided for in this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 8: That Section 298 of 
the Revised Ordinances of The City 
of Newark (Revision of 1913), ap- 
proved October 4, 1913, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 298: Any person or per- 
sons, firm or corporation who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, forfeit and pay a fine not to 
exceed $25.00 for the first offence, 
$50.000 for the second offence and 
$100.00 for the third and subsequent 
offences, in the discretion of the 
court imposing the same. 

Section 9: All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with this 
ordinance be and the same are hereby 
repealed and this ordinance shall 
take effect May 1, 1919.

Commissioner Brennan: I would 
suggest that the ordinance be al- 
lowed to remain on second reading 
for one week. There are several 
representatives of manufacturing 
plants here who came down this 
morning for the purpose of discussing 
this ordinance as well as amendments 
which they have suggested and which 
have been worked out between them- 
selves and the Law Department. 

Mr. Runyon Cooley stated that sev- 
eral manufacturers and people inter- 
ested in electrical equipment discov- 
ered some ambiguities in the electri- 
cal ordinance and have suggested a 
few amendments to the chief electri- 
cal inspector that will clarify the sit- 
uation. 

Commissioner Brennan stated he 
had no desire to impose any hard- 
ships on the citizens of Newark and 
would gladly co-operate with the 
manufacturers so as to remove any 
objectionable features in the ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. John H. O’Connor made a plea 
for additional traffic facilities for 
the residents of the Roseville sec- 
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tion There 19 a large section of 
Roseville north of Orange Street 
that is not served by jitneys or trol- 
leys and a number of residents think 
that perhaps you can facilitate the 
traffic. You can have buses operated 
north of Orange Street—perhaps 
one, two or three from such streets 
as you might see fit to designate. 
The traffic seems to be increasing 
all the time by leaps and bounds and 
there are thousands and thousands 
of people from Orange Street that 
have to hoof it to business. The 
operation of a bus through that terri- 
tory would facilitate conditions very 
much. g 

Yommissioner Raymond: We will 
be very glad to take this matter up 
in an administrative way; that action 
is never taken by the Board. 

Mr. John Casale urged the Com- 
mission to build a monument in 
honor of the returning soldiers and 
sailors. 


No action was taken. 


Mr. Jacob Tulp asked for permis- 
sion to demonstrate an automobile 
signal. 

Mayor Gillen: I would refer you 
to the Department of Streets and 
Public Improvements; that depart- 
ment takes care of all such matters 
—the regulation of traffic, highways, 
etc. 

The city clerk reported that the 
Board of Commissioners for Local 
Improvements had filed with him 
their reports of assessments for 
benefits for the Bay Avenue paving 
and Hamburg Place (now Wilson 
Avenue) widening, and that the 
same are on file in his office. 


Commissioner Archibald offered 
the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, The Board of Com- 
missioners for Local Improvements 
have filed with the City Clerk their 
report of assessments for benefits 
for Bay Avenue paving and Hamburg 
Place (now Wilson Avenue) widen- 
ing;
